PREPARED FOR WAR. 


To the onlooker this European confla- 
gration was a bolt from a clear sky and 
It Is doubtful if the average citizen of 
the nations first Involved believed war 
Imminent, but the French people havo 
been brought up and educated to believe 
that some day there would be another 
conflict between them and Germany and 
It was their duty to be prepared for It. 
Every French boy. no matter ois rank 
or condition, must at the age of twenty- 
one serve in the French army, as the 
law stands now for three years. This

Compulsory military service has a 
marked effect on the economic condition 
of the country.

The president of the 
republic issued a proclamation "To the 
Women of France" which was printed in 
every newspaper and pasted on everv 
town hall In the country to the effect tha't 
•the safety of agricultural France was in 
the hands of the women. This pointed 
out that theirs was now the duty to 
harvest the crop, guard the stock and so 
prepare the land that when the men re- 
turned they would find their work wait- 
Ing for them just where they had laid it 
down at their country's call. And we 
hear now that the women have done this 
work and that France has garnered and 
stored away a banner crop. 


"When we face these facts we cannot 
believe that the French woman is the 
light, frivolous creature so often de- 
picted In novels and on the stage. Too 
often foreign writers have shown us only 
one type, and that superficial one. of 
the Parislenne that tolls not and spins 
only the web of intrigue, and is without 
honor In her own country. 
The French woman before the world 
today Is of a far different stamp.

demned. 
In countries like France and Italy, where the 


people as a rule drink wine, no serious harm results from 
the practice. 
To the testimony of these two men who are engaged in preach- 


ing the gospel of the Man of Sorrows we append His own state- 
ment: 


For John the Baptist came neither eating bread nor 


drinking wine; and ye say/ he hath a deviL 
The Son of 


Man is come eating and drinking and ye say, Behold a 
gluttonous man and a wine-bibber, a friend of publicans 
and sinners. 
We conclude this brief statement as to the morality of the use 


of wine by allusion to the marriage in Cana in Galilee where Christ 
turned water into wine of such excellent quality that the governor of 
the feast congratulated the head of the house on having kept the 
best until the last when the custom was to wait until the guests had 
been well drunken and then serving the poorest. 


If the Nazarene did not consider the temperate use of wine im- 


moral who of us shall declare to the contrary? 
Once more THE 


TRIBUNiE reiterates that in all the books that have been handed 
down to us as the inspired' word of Infinity there is not one inhibi- 
tion against the temperate use of intoxicants, and we challenge con- 
tradiction.
